ATLANTA LOSES 
BIG TERMINALS 
OF RAILROADS 


Proposed Washington Street 
Viaduct Will Not Be 
Erected, 


PENDING NEGOTIATIONS 
ARE ALL CALLED OFF 


At Meeting "Yesterday Milton Sniith, 
Acting for Railroads, Rejected 
City’s Proposition and City 
Rejected Railroad © 
Proposition. 


Negotiaxions between the Loufsvifle and 
Nagnville and other railroads and the 
city authorittes reached a sudden and 
unexpected termination yesterday after- 
noon. 

Atlanta, it seems, has lost the big 
$760.000 freight depot ard the freight 
terminal that were to have been con- 
structed here. The proposition to con- 
struct a Washington street viaduct is 
to be abandoned entirely and ‘the grade 
crogsings between Central avenue and 
the city limits on the east are to remain 
as they are. 

This: was brought about by the Speech 
of Milton Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, who was the 
only speaker for the railroads during the 
session of the bridge and atreet commit- 
fees of council yesterday afternoon, 


‘““‘We made a proposition,” said Mr. 
Smith, “which we thought was fair. 
and which you, as representing the 
city, are not willing to accept, which 
is your right. Your counter proposi- 
tion is not satisfactory, and we reject 
it. Weare right where we were be- 
fore we started, and no harm is 
done.”’ 


It was with tHese words that Mr. 
Bmith concluded his speech to the com- 
mitteemen. When he resumed his seat 
there was a moment of silence and then 

who heard lodked at.each other In 
amazement. The hum of conversation 
that was about to commence in the 
council chamber—where the meeting was 
held—was interrupted by Councilman E. 
V. Carter, of fhe seventh wari. 

“Mr. Chairman,’ he said, ‘‘as the prop- 
osition of the committee has been re- 
jected, and as it appears we are where 
we started, I move that this committee 
reject the proposition of the railroads.,’’ 

The motion was put at once by (‘hair- 
man Terry, of the street committee, and 
it was unanimously adopted. 

Three minutes later the council cham- 
ber was deserted. 


No Terminals or Viaduct. 

The action of the railroads in rejecting 
the counter proposition of the city and 
of the city rejecting the proposition of 
the railroads means that*the terminals 
will not be erected and that the Wash- 
ington street viaduct will not be con- 
Structed, for the present at least. 

All the other plans of the railroads, 
with the exception of utilizing the prop- 
erty they have purchased for freight 
terminals, will be carried out. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville will come into At- 
lanta direct from Cincinnati through the 
coal fields of Tennessee by way of Ma- 
rietta. The railroads will do the best 
they can with the facilities at hand. At- 
lanta is the center of the great system 
which these roads represent, but wil) not 
now be as important by reason of this 
central lovation as she would have been 
had the roads been able to erect the 
Vast terminals at first proposed. 

From the standpoint ot the roads their 
Atkanta patrons will be the sufferers. 


Mr. Smith Interviewed. 

When seen at his suite in the Piedmont 
hotel directly after the meeting Mr. 
Smith consented to state for publication 
several interesting facts regarding the 
developments of yesterday afternoon in 
the railroad situation. 

Replying to a question regarding the 
effect of the action of the committeemen 
on yesterday afternoon Mr. Smith said: 

“This means that the negotiations are 
ended. It is my opinion that we are so 
far apart that it will be impossible for 
the city and the railroads to agree. Some 
of my associates think differently, but 
that is my opinion, The effect will be 
that we will do the best we can, but the 
big terminal will not be constructed and 
the grade crossings will continue as they 
are.”’ ; 

“It has been suggested,’”’ Mr. Smith 
was told, ‘‘that the Louisville and Nash- 
vile might construct a new road from 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, 
above Marietta, to Athens, thus reaching 
the sea by way of Union Point, Augusta 
and Port Royal. Is there anything in 
that?’’ 

Mr. Smith laughed, 

“No,” he replied, “there is absolutely 
nothing in tnat suggestion. We are in 
Atlanta and we are here to stay for- 
ever. We willl operate the line direct 
from Cincinnati, as we have stated, 
through the Tennessee coal! fields and in- 
to Atlanta by way of Mariletta.”’ 

“The effect of rejecting your petition 
is then what?’ he was asked. 

“The effect {s merely to prevent us 
from giving better service. We will do 
the very best we can, but we must 
abandon the Waverly, place idea; fail to 
construct the terminals we proposed to

I[t is said 
that though the Russlan budget shows 
a surplus .of 20,000,000 roubles, if 
really there is a deficiency of at least 
200,000.000 without including a_ single 
Kopek of extraordinary military expen- 
diture in East Asia.

The Japanese had read the cipher and 
the Variag remained in ignorance of 
the situation until the Japanese war- 


¢ ships arrived. 


The Japanese admiral, finding neutral 
warships in the harbor, said that if the 
Russian ships did not leave he would at- 
tack them there. The Russians, to pre- 
vent the possibility of this, left the har- 
bor to face the Japanese squadron.

JUDGE SCORES 
STRAW BONDS 


Judge Lumpkin Declares 
Present Practice Must 
Cease. 


In passing upon a motion of the Stan- 
dard Coal Company to require F. I. 
Wood to strengthen the bond in a gar- 
Mishment proceeding, Judge Joheph H. 
Lumpkin took occasion to speak of local 


justices of the peace for their lax meth-' 


ods in no uncertain terms. The purport 
of his remarks was to the effect that 
once and for all the practice of accept- 
ing straw bond in such cases must be 
immediately stopped. 

Some time ago Wood instituted sust 
against the Standard Coal Company for 
$5,000 damages for alleged false arrest. 
Later he swore out two garnishments 
against the company, the first being 
prosecuted by a bond of $10,000 signed 
by a boy !7 years old. This was dis- 
missed upon the failure of the plaintiff 
to strengthen the bond. 

Wood later swore out a second garnish- 
ment against the Standard Coal Com- 
pany, and E. A. Alder signed the bond. 
Tt is claimed that Alder is insolvent and 
m non-resident. The coal company claims 
that Wood is using the garnishment pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of annoying 
end harassing its business Interests. At 
the instance of the company, Judge 
Lumpkin last Saturday signed a tempor- 
ary injunction restraining Wood from 
having further garnishments issued un- 
Jess he first gave sufficient bond. The 
petition further asked that Wood be re- 
quired to strengthen the bond in the sec- 
ond case, which was brought before Jus 
ticeLandrum. At the hearing of the motion 
yesterday morning, Judge Lumpkin gave 
Wood until 9 o’clock this morning to 
strengthen hs bond.

fendants claim that their business has 
been greatly interfered with by the issu- 
ing of the garnishment, and practically 
charge that it is a common practice 
among some of the justices of Ful- 
ton county to accept worthless or straw 
bonds, and to issue garnishments and 
attachments without good security being 
required. : 
A Bad Practice. 

Continuing, Judge Lumpkin said: *1 
do not know whether this charge is well 
founded or not, but if there is such a 
practice, it is a bad practice, and should 
be stopped. The law provides that where 
a person seeks to obtain an attachment 
or garnishment, before it issues, thé ap- 
plicant shal give bond with ‘good secur- 
ity.” The law means exactly what it 
Says, and it is the duty of the officer to 
make proper examination of the security 
and see that it is good. The justice may 
sometimes be mistaken and accept a 
bond which he finds is not good. In such 
an event the bond can be strengthened 
on proper application, but the attachment 
or garnishment under which the prop- 
seized should not be recklessly or care- 
lessly issued. 

“To permit the property of a defend- 
ant to be levied on on a straw bond may 
work a grave injustice and injury may 
be done before the bond can be required 
to be strengthened. It is not only the duty 
of the officers not to accept straw bonds 
knowingly, but the law places upon them 
the duty of satisfying themselves that 
erty of the defendant is summar.ly

build and endeavor to give the best pos- 
sible service, despite the increased busi- 
hess with our present facilities.’’ 


The Two Propositions. 

The proposition that way before the 
committees of council yesterday after- 
noon is well known. During the session 
of council that was held on the after- 
noon of February | the Louisvilld and 
Nashville railroad, the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad, the Georgia rail- 
road, the Atlantic Coast Line and other 
railroads presented a petition requesting 
that they be allowed to shift Waverly 
Place about 30 feet south of its present 
location for the purpose of making room 
for a new freight depot and enlarge their 
yards from Central avenue east to the 
city limits. The railroads also desired 
doing away with all grade crossings by 
constructing five underpasses, one bridge 
and by closing all other streets between 
the city Iimits and Central avenue, The 
roads desired the city to pay for the ap- 
proaches to these underpasses and the 
bridge. 

Certain elements then became active 
for a Washington street viaduct and de- 
manded that the city require the rail-~ 
roads to give a right of way for the 
structure and pay the entire cost of it. 

Council] referred these matters to its 
etreet committee, of which Alderman 
Terry is chairman, and its committee on 
bridges, of which Cotncjlman Bruce is 
chairman. These committees heard ar- 
guments and prepared a counter proposi- 
tion which was submitted to the rail- 
roads yesterday afternoon. The counter 
proposition, which has already been pub- 
lished ‘by the Constitution, required the 
railroads to bear all the expense of con- 
structing the underpasses and ‘bridge, de- 
clined to shift faverly place and re- 
quired the roads to give a right of way 
over their property for the Washington 
street viaduct and pay for the por- 
tion of the structure which would have 
spanned their tracks. 

It was this counter proposition of the 
city which was rejected by the railroads 
yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting began at 3 o'clock in the 
council chamber, and was attended by all 
members of the two committees. 

Postponement Asked For. 

The first speaker was Charles T. Hop- 
kins, who stated that he represented va- 
rious citizens of Atlanta. He asked that 
action be postponed until after the news- 
papers had printed the full text of: the 
counter proposition of the committee. 
Judge T. P. Westmoreland agreed with 
Mr. Hopkins. 

Councilman Peters stated that the re 
port was noz~ final and for that reason 
he opposed postponement. He asked that 
the report be read. On motion of Coun- 
cilman Carter, City Attorney James R. 
Mayson read the ordinance which he 
had prepared by direction of the two 
committees, and which comprised the 
counter proposition from the committee 
to the railroads. 

Milton Smith spoke first for the rail- 
roads. He told of the several railroads 
that make the system for which he 
spoke and said that Atlanta was to be 
the center of the system. 

‘Jt is apparent to all of you that in 
a congested city, such as Atlanta has 
become, the street traffic and the steam 
traffic must be carried on different levels, 
and you have already done considerable 
in that way. Much more can be done, 
and ought to be done; in fact, grade 
crossings should be eliminated within the 
city limits. This brings up the ques; 
tion of how it is to be done—how the cost 
of doing so is to be provided. Where 
a crossing exists, two parties are inter- 
ested in eliminating it, the people who 
use {t with ordinary vehicles, Or by 
walking, and the railroads. It, there- 
fore, seems right that the expense be 
divided equitably between the two inter- 
ests. They both have rights there, and 
both are inconvenienced. Where no 
crossings exist, if an under or overhead 
crossing is to be made, it should done 
at the expense of the one demanding 1. 

“With your permission I will go over 
the proposition which was made by the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern and 
other roads in connection with the plan. 
I had much to do with preparing this 
plan, and in suggesting this proposition. 
I had the assistance of our engineers, 
and all of the parties who have been 
before you had something to do in for- 
multing the proposal. When it was sub- 
mitted, it was believed to be fair and 
equitable. It was not made with a view 
of trading or ‘jockeying.’ If we had

been quite different. But I did not think 
that was the proper procedure, and |

He reminded the committeemen of the 
fact that the Forsyth, Broad and Bell 
' street bridges were built entirely at the 
expense of the city, while nearly every 
other bridge and viaduct in Atlanta was 
built partially by the city, and partially 
by the roads. 

“This ws,’ he continued, “‘that the 
city of Atlanta has heretofore recognized 
the equity of bearing a portion of the 
expense of constructing these bridges and 
under passes.”’ 

Regarding Powell street, he said: 

“There is now no legal crossing at Pow- 
ell street, as I understand it. You want 
the railroads to construct an underpass 
there. The roads are not now incon- 
venienced, and if you want a crossing 
there you should construct it. The same 
thing is true of Moore street and Gullait’ 
street."’ 

Washington Street Viaduct. 

Mr. Smith then read that portion of the 
counter proposition tn reference to Wash- 
ington street, which gave the city the 
right to erect a viaduct at any time in 
the future, the railroads to share the ex- 
pense. On that point Mr. Smith said: 

“This again brings up the question of 
the railroads contributing to the cost of 
constructing a viaduct at a point where 
no grade crossing exists. The construc- 
tion of such a -viaduct wil] jn no way 
facititate the movement of the traffic be- 
tween terminal facilities already existing 
and which it is proposed to create, and 
the patrons of the company. The com- 
pany, therefore, has no interest what- 
ever in the construction of such viaduct, 
except such interest as it has in the wel- 
fare of the citizens of Atlanta. Its of- 
ficers, agents and employees live here: 
our patrons live here, and we ought to do 
anything we reasonably can to promote 
the welfare of the people of Atlanta. We 
will, perhaps, receive some *smal] benefit 
by such relief as May be givén to the 
congested traffic across the tracks at 
grade at Loyd or Central avenue: that 
will be slight. It follows that the rail- 
roads in that case should not contribute 
towards the cost of constructing the via- 
duct, and if the city wants to acquire 
the right of way, it ought to acquire it 
in the same way that it would if it was 
owned by others; in other. words, pay for 
it. T do not mean to say that under no 
circumstances would the railroads per- 
mit a viaduct to be constructed unless it 
was paid for the right of way, but 1 do 
wish to call attention to the equities. 

“The proposed grade of the bridge is 
also objectionable in this, that it does not 
give as much clearance as it should in 
order to protect the employees of the 
railroads whose duties require them to 
be on tops of cars passing under such 
structures. There ought to be a clearance 
always of 22 feet. If it is less than that, 
then injuries result. I am told that a 
number of persons have been killed and 
injured by the viaduct at Bell street, 
built by and maintained at the expense 
of the city, where the clearance is less 
than 22 feet. The city is certainly re- 
sponsible, and it seems to me that if em- 
ployes of the .railroads are injured, the 
city ought to’pay for injuries, and not

DISCOVERED. NEARLY DEAD 
BY A PEASANT OF CAPUM 


Later She Was Found in Rome and 
Tried To Kill Herself—She Ap- 
pears To Be Mentally Un- 
balanced—Story of Suf- 
' fering. 


Special Oorrespondence. 

Rome, February 13.—Although it is 
common enough for Americans to hear of 
cases of want and suffering among the 
Itallans who filt to their shores, it is al- 
most unprecedented that @uch a thing 
Should happen to an Amerlcan in Italy, 
and in consequence the Italians are deep- 
ly interested in the sad story of a wom- 
an now in detention In Rome. 

Hannah Jackson Stevens, or Stevens 
Jackson, of Raleigh, N. C., a woman 
about thirty-five years of age, who must 
once have been comely, finding herself 
without means or friends at home, and 
having heard in a vague way of the sunny 
Bkies of Italy, and that the people could 
live happily on a few cents a day, de- 
termined to try her luck here. No one 
knows how she got to Naples: and the 
next link in the story is when a peasant 
near Capua, having gone into the for- 
ests to gather wood, suddenly came upon 
the body of what he took for a dead 
woman. With the instinct of the Ital- 
lan peasant against anything dead, fe 
fied, but curiosity, fortunately, overcame 
ruperstition, and he returned to find out 


who it was. Her heart was still beat- 
ing, so he carried her to the village, 
where the good people soon put her to 
bed and had a doctor in attendance. Ap- 
parently she had been in the wood with- 
out food for days. She was wasted to 
a skeleton, her sodden clothes clinging 
to her Iimbs, as there had just been one 
of the worst storms of the season, while 
her matted hair was full of leaves and 
twigs, masses of it being between her 
fingers, pulled from her hair in her 
agony. 

When somewhat recovered, feeling that 
the poor peasants were denying them- 
selves fhe necessitfés of life to feed her, 
She declared to them that she had friends 
near, and left, blessing them for their 
kindness. She, poor thing, who has noth- 
ing for herself, is now looked upon as 
a kind of mascot by the family who took 
her in, as from the time they saw her, 
their worldly affairs have improved. 

The next that was heard of Hannah 
was when the American consul, Mr. de 
Castro, was told by the police that they 
‘head found a woman lying in the streets 
of Rome, who seemed to be an Ameri- 
can. The unfortunate was again dying 
of hunger and exposure, and to repeated 
appeals would only reply, “‘Let me dle, 
let me die!”” The authorities cared for 
her, but it only took a moment for one 
of her own nationality to understand that 
suffering had had its effect, and that she 
Was no longer capable of giving a con- 
nected story. She was put in a house of 
restraint, but being so gentle and mel- 
ancholy, was not gufficiently well watch- 
ed, she escaped, fied into the country, 
about two miles from Rome, and laid 
herself on the railway tracks. The 
searchers found her just in time to drag 
her off as a train thundered by. Again 
her wail was, “I want to dle; why have 
you prevented me?” She tis quite in- 
capable of giving a connected story, but 


it is certain that se comes from Raleigh 
and she says she is alone in the world.

GARREAUX MADE 
EFFORT 10 DIE 


Aged Citizen Was Despon- 
dent and Weary of 
ife. 


G. F. Garreaux, 74 years of age, @ 
well-known wood finisher, is in the Grady 
hospital as the result of a desperate at- 
tempt to end his life Saturday afternoon 
at the grave of his son in Oakland cem- 
etery. 

Garreaux plunged a knife three times 
into his arm on the tfnner side of the 
elbow, severing one of the veins. He 
bled profusely and when found he had 
fallen across the grave of his son and 
was in a badly weakened condition. The 
knife blade did not injure either of the 
arteries of the arm. It Is announced at 
the hospital that the wounded man is 
resting very we!l, and it is thought that 
he will soon. recover. 

Garreaux admits that he tried to end 
his life, and gives despondency as the 
reason. He seems to think that his 
family has not treated him right, and 
etates that he simply considered him- 
self old and no account, and felt that he 
would rather be dead than alive. Gar- 
reaux claims that his children have de- 
serted him, will have nothing to do with 
him, it *s understood, and of late he has 
been living alone with a family at 118 
Glenwood avenue. 

Garreaux has a wife In Greenville, 8. 
C., from whom he separated about twenty 
vears ago, and recently he wrote her 
that he was coming home and live with 
her again. He had made preparations 
to leave Atlanta, and was expecting to go 
on last Saturday. It is stated, however, 
that he received a letter from his wife 
that discouraged him, and Saturday af- 
ternoon he went out to the cemetery, 
taking with him a lunch. 

He sat for a while on a rustic bench 
on the lot, and then pulling his knife, 
sank the blade three times isnto his arm, 
finally falling onto the grave of his son. 
He was shortly afterwards discovered 
by a policeman, who quickly notified the 
Grady hospital and the wounded man 
was taken to the institution in the am- 
bulance. 

Garreaux has two sons in Atlanta, one 
a member of the firm of Gann & Gar- 
reaux, Marietta street saloonists, and 
another who is a machinist. Garreaux 
‘is considered a hard-working and honest 
‘man and respectable citizen by those 
who know him. He has a coffin in his 
room, which he constructed for himself 
about two years ago.

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BURTON FIGHTS 
MAMMOTH AAV 


Ohio Republican Opposes Pro- 
gramme of ls Party, 


Mr. Burton Says the United States 
Does Not Need a Large Navy 
Uniess Opposed by a Com- 
tination of the Powers 
of Europe. 


Washington, February 22.—The naval 
appropriation dill today encountered op- 
position on the repubiican side of the 
house. Mr. Burton, of ONio; chairman of 
the riverg and harbors committee, 4an- 
nounced in a vigorous speech that he 
could not support a bill which declares 
that the United States, WMich in his view 
should be the leader in all works for 
peace, in going to double, treble and 
quadruple its naval establishment, all un- 
der the assertion that it is done for 
peace. He questioned the need of s0 great 
a navy as the bill contemplates, assert- 
ing that the Monroe doctrine and the su- 
premacy of this country on this side of 
the world ig secure and that the control 
of the Philippines by this country had 
not been questioned. 

The fact is, said Mr, Burton, that the 
United Stateg does not need a large navy, 
unless there shall be a combination of 
all Europe with their navies against this 
country. In euch an event, be continued, 
thig country could not provide a suffi- 
cient naval force without a change that 
would be absolutely appalling. 

‘We could not bulld qa navy Ike that of 
Great Britain without changing the 
whole framework of our society,” he 
sald. 

“What is the reason for the great ex- 
penditure of $96,000,000?’ asked Mr. 
Burton. He answered the question by de- 
olaring that it means that this country Is 
but inviting the nations of the earth to 
attack us, and that this country is going 
to enter a field opposite to that occupied 
in the past, and seek to conérol the polli- 
tics of the world. 

Tendency Toward Peace. 

The tendency now was toward peace, 
continued Mr, Burton, and no nation, he 
eald could go to war except for just 
cause without receiving the condemna- 
tion of the powers of the world. He ap- 
pealed for the employment of diplomacy 
instead of guns in the promotion of 
peace. He questioned the minority ag to 
when they had opposed these expendi- 
tures. 

He asked the minority why, In view of 
the declarations in the Kansag City plat- 
form, they had not opposed these expen- 
ditures, 

Mr. Williams said Mr. Burton had 
placed the minority in an unfair attl- 
tude. He sald to oppose the expenditures 
would mean that vessels now Duillding 
would rust in thelr docks and that the 
sailors would go wunfed. Mr. Williams 
said that such large sums were being 
expended for war purposes that the river 
and harbor committee, of which Mr. Bur- 
ton is chairman, could not bring in a bill 
and that government bulldings could not 
be constructed. He eald when a country 
goes “‘world powering’’ it must go about 
with a chip on its shoulder and be pre- 
pared. 

Mr. Burton said his remarks wore not 
to be construed to mean that work 
should be brought to @ standstill on ships 
under construction or that the navy 
Should not be maintained, but what he 
did mean was that there should be a 
great modification of the bill (applause on 
the democratic side.) 

Mr. Burton said no river and harbor bill 
was being reported becausa there was 
now $38,000,000 lying in the treasury to 
be expended on river and harbor work. 

Mr. Grosvenor said the sundry civil 


bill would carry $10,545,883 for publio 
bu.ldings. 


Rixey Booms Gorman. 

Mr, Rixey, of Vinginia, a member of 
the naval affairs committee, gaid he was 
surprised that the secretary of the navy 
in a recent address should treat the sup- 
port of the navy in a partisan way. He 
added that the secretary was reported 
to have said at a recent banquet in New 
York that he viewed with apprehension 
the observations recently made in the 
senate by the senator from Maryland 
(Mr. Gorman). Mr. Rixey said ;t was 
difficult to understand why the observa- 
tions of the senator from Maryland, 
whom the secretary said is easily the 
leader of his party, should cause the 
secretary such serious apprehension. He 
said it could only be accounted for by 
the fact that the secretary remembers 
that the two political parties will meet 
in a few months to nominate their can- 
didates, and that with his prophetic eye 
he sees that this eenator will be selected 
as the standard bearer of the party to 
which he belongs, and at the general 
election will be successful and be trans- 
ferred to a position where he can shape 
to some extent the policy of the coun- 
try. 

He eaild he was willing to accept the 
statement of the senator from Maryland 
as giving the position of the democratic 
party On the question of the navy. He 
said that contracts for armor plate had 
recently been let to the Carnegie and 
Bethlehem companies at $55 a ton in 
excess of that paid the Midvale company, 
the only other competitor, and charged 
that it had been shown by the evidence 
of Admiral O’Nelll that these two com- 
panies have an agreement and are in 
commission, 


Some Questions for Knox. 

He asked why money should be appro- 
priated for the prosecution of trusts, 
when :n Pennsylvania there is a commis- 
sion to control prices. He referred to 
this as the state of the attorney gen- 
eral. Why has not the attorney general 
instituted some proceeding against the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem companies, he 
asked, declaring that the government, 
instead of etarving trusts, {fs feeding 
them, and that instead of prosecuting 
them is rewarding them. He said he 
would propose an amendment to the bill 
limiting the price to be paid for armor 
plate to that paid the Midvale, or $55 
a ton less than the price fixed by the 
other two companies.

The Canal Vote Today. 

‘In the senate today the Panama ca- | 
nal treaty will be ratified. This result 
is made possible by the fact that a 
large part, if not a majority, of the 
democratic senators will vote for its 
ratification, thus justifying the con- 
tention of The Constitution that the 
object which the treaty has in view 
is of such singular and wide impor- 
tance as to take it altogether out of 
the domain of mere party politics. 

However much the republicans 
may desire their party to have all 
the credit for arranging the prelimi- 
naries necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of this great work, it wil be im- 
possible for them to ignore the fact 
that but for the votes of the demo- 
cratic senators, the treaty would suf- 
fer defeat; and this fact removes the 
whole question out of the atmosphere 
of party politics. | 

To accomplish this object has been 


the purpose of The Coustitution from 


the first. We have opposed most 
strenuously every effort to make the 
Panama treaty a political issue, and 
we have tried to make it very plain 
that should such an effort succeed, it 
would prove to be a policy ruinous to 
the democratic party. 

At first glance and superficially the 
course of events which led to the ne- 
gotiation of the present treaty seem- 
ed to offer an excellent opportunity 
for the display of that narrow parti- 
sanship unat is sometimes necessary 
to the maintenance of party lines and 
party discipline. But a closer view 
was sufficient to convince the most 
sincere and thoughtful democrats 
that the canal itself is too important 
to the best interests of the whole 
country to leave any room for the 
play of partisanship. A vagrant 
may be arrested on suspicion, but 
something more than _ suspicion is 
necessary to the arraignment of an 
administration to the extent of put- 
ting an end to a great work in which 
all parties and the whole country are 
vitally interested. 

We speak of the whole country, 
but the fact remains that the south 
as a part of the whole country is 
more concerned in the ratification of 
the treaty, which means the con- 
struction of the canal, than any other 
section, or all other sections com- 
bined. This fact has presented itself 
with such cogency and with such 
overwhelming force, that the legisla- 
tures of some of the southern states 
have instructed their senators to vote 
for the ratification of the treaty irre- 
spective of their own private or per- 
sonal opinions and views. 

The south, at a very late hour, is 
entering upon a period of commer- 
cial enlargement and improvement, a 
movement which has been preceded, 
and will be accompanied, by a won- 
derful industrial development, and 
our people fee] that the canal is very 
necessary to the promotion of the 
growth and extension of their trade 
interests, their commercial enter- 
prises and their industrial develop- 
ment. 

With respect to the importance of 
the treaty that has just been ratified, 
there can hardly be a doubt that it 
represented the last serious effort 
that would be made and the last op- 
portunity that would be offered for 
an interoceanic waterway. The com- 
mercial and industrial interests of 
the whole country have been driven 
by the cunning work of the trans- 
continental railways to a choice be- 
tween Panama and no canal at ail. 
They were able to defeat the Nicara- 
gua route, and their plans were so 
carefully laid that only the dreaming 
optimists among our statesmen had 
any hope of overcoming them. Prac- 
tical consideration of the Nicaragua 
enterprise were therefore laid aside 
and an effort was made to deal with 
the republic of Colombia. A treaty 
was fashioned and negotiated and the 
South American republic was offered 
a most substantial consideration for 
the ratification of the treaty that 
would insure a cana] across the isth- 
mus of Panama. 

But the trained lobbyists and at- 
torneys of the transcontinental rail- 
way interests were beforehand with 
their arguments and machinations, 
and they were able to defeat the rati- 
fication of what is known as the Hay- 
Herran treaty. The document was 
rudely rejected by the congress of 
Colombia, rejected almost without 
consideration, and the transcontinen- 
tal railways thought that they had 
won a telling victory. There is hard- 
ly any question about this. The trans- 
continental railways do not want an 
interoceanic canal anywhere to the 
south of us; it would be the means 
of breaking their rate monopoly for 
transcontinental hauls. 

Now we are very far from harshly 
criticizing these railways for their 
opposition to-an enterprise that will 
cut into the very core of their busi- 
ness. Judging them by the commer- 
cial standards that seem to preyail 
the world over, they are not very 


much to blame for interposing in be- 
half of their private and semi-public 


interests; they have certain respon- 
sibilities of their own; they have 
their engagements and their financial 
Obligations to meet; they feel that 
their interests, insofar as they are 


‘the war between the United States 


semi-public, stand on the same lever 
with the interests of the whole coun- 
try, or are even more important. It 
was natural, therefore, to expect 
their opposition, only we could wish 
that its demonstration had taken a 
different shape at the beginning. 

In bringing about the defeat of the 
Nicaragua project, however, and in 
defeating the practical and serious 
consideration of the- Hay-Herran 
treaty by Colombia, they have done 
their worst; but even that worst 
would have been fatal to the Panama 
canal had not the democratic sena- 
tors, laying aside mere considera- 
tions of partisanship, and refusing 
to make suspicion the basis of party 
action, voted in favor of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. Had the demo- 
cratic senators seriously considered 
all that they were kindly invited to 
consider the building of a canal 
would have been postponed to a time 
as distant as it seemed to be’ fifty 
years ago. The date of the begin- 
ning of the canal would have been 


put forw indefinitely. 

rygglliton of the democratic sena- 
tors is to be highly commended; it 
will be approved in time even by 
those elements which, for one reason 
and another, have interposed objec- 
tions based on _ considerations of 
party policy, and it will be approved 
by the whole people. 

The thing to.do now is to complete 
the canal with all possible speed con- 
sistent with a work that is to make a 
permanent change in the course of a 
large part of our trade and com- 
merce. 


Griggs as a Delegate. 

Announcement is made elsewheré 
in our local columns that the friends 
of the Hon. J. M. Griggs, member of 
congress from the second Georgia dis- 
trict, will present his name as one of 
the four delegates from the state at 
large to the national democratic con- 
vention. 

Ordinarily The Constitution takes 
no position in contests of this kind, 
but in this instance we depart from 
our usual custom far enough to say 
that the election of Congressman 
Griggs would be, in every way, a well 
merited tribute to the distinguished 
Georgian, who achieved a national 
reputation as chairman of the congres- 
sional democratic campaign commit- 
tee in the last national campaign. 
This honor was conferred upon Con- 
gressman Griggs by the unanimous 
vote of his democratic colleagues in 
the house.and he discharged the du- 
ties of the position in a manner that 
reflected credit on him, and which 
did honor to his state. 

If, therefore, the state convention 
thus honors this popular and promi- 
nent Georgian, it will be accepted as 
a fitting tribute to a worthy son. 


The Talk of a World War. 

Every movement of diplomats rep- 
resenting the great European powers 
is being closely watched by the 
strategists of the European press, 
who are keeping a sharp lookout for 
complications which may precipitate 
a world war at this time. The Rus- 
Sian ambassador to London goes to 
St. Petersburg to say farewell to his 
son, who is departing for the front, 
and although the purpose of this visit 
is clearly stated, it is promptly con- 
strued as having dire meaning. M. 
Cambon, the French ambassador at 
the same court, is in the habit of run- 
ning over to Paris every week or so to 
look after his private affairs: but his 
visit at this particular time is hailed 
by the cockney newsmongers, to whom 
a trip across the channel Would be the 
event of a lifetime, as “highly signifi- 
cant of a possible rupture of diplo- 
matic relations between England and 
France.” The panic created by the 
newspaper versions of these events 
affects the stock market and gives 
rise to volumes of pessimism. : 

For all of which there is no warrant 
at this time. War is not a thing to be 
lightly undertaken, even by countries 
where public sentiment must be con- 
sidered less than in England, Ger- 
many and France. The days when @ 
monarch could plunge his country into 
conflict because of some slight misun- 
derstanding have long since passed. 
In this particular case, neither the 
people nor the governments of those 
three powers have any desire for a 
conflict with anybody. The relations 
existing among them are amicable— 
more friendly, perhaps, than at any 
time in their history. This is certain- 
ly true of England and “France. 
Though traditional enemies, they are 
now closer together than they ever 
have been. 

Each of these three is more or less 
the friend of Russia and also of Japan. 
The two belligerents are amply able 
to look after their own affairs without 
assistance. They are asking help of 
nobody. While it is undoubtedly true 
that there are alliances between Eng- 
land and Japan on the one hand and 
Russia and France on the other, this 
does not at all signify that conditions 
will make it necessary for either to go 
to the aid of its aily. It is well un- 
derstood that the existing treaties will 
not necessarily draw the allies of the 
belligerents inio conflict; certainly 
public sentiment in both England and 
France is distinctly opposed to being 
drawn into war, and public sentiment 
in those countries, as in this, is so 
powerful that it hag to be considered. 

Of course, so long as war wages be- 
tween any two nations of size, there 
is always the danger of its becoming 
a world conflict. At the outbreak of 


and Spain. even President McKinley 


might be drawn ‘into it. But that 
proved unnecessary then, and it seems 
even less necessary now. 

The danger of it can be averted by 
the responsible officials af the various 
governments keepin;; their heads. It 
ris not’a time to question the motives 
of other governments, Take the mat- 
ter of Russia’s refusal to grant an ex- 
equatur recognizing Mr. Morgan as 
American consul at Dalny, for in- 
stance. Russia is acting clearly with- 
in her rights in this matter and the 
United States have no good grounds 
for compiaint. Russia has never ad- 
mitted consuls at Dalny. Even if she 
had, the military necesgity of the pres- 
ent situation on the Liao Tung penin- 
sula would operate to prevent the rec- 
ognition of an American consul at this 
time. The disposition on the part of 
some American newspapers to see in 
this incident a slight put upon the 
United States by Russia is to be depre- 
cated. Russia is acting as she has a 
right to act, and is doing only what 
the United States would do if simi- 
larly situated. ‘There is nothing un- 
friendly in her attitude in the matter; 
but even if there were, there would be 
no excuse for involving this country in 
war over it.

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THE VOTE ON THE CANAL TREATY 


“A Democratic Victory.” _ 

(From The Pittsburg, Pa., Chronicte.) 

No one will seriously complain if our 
esteemed friend Clark Howell, of The 
Atianta Constitution, is led by conscious- 
ness of a duty well done to set up the 
claim that the Panama treaty when rati- 
fied is a democratic victory: He is pro- 
eressing toward that point by easy 
stages and aH that remains now is for 
the democratic senators "to vote as he 
has ben counseling. There/is good reasah 
to believe that they will do so. The At- 
lanta Constitution has been conspicuous- 
ly in the lead of southern sentiment m 
the fight for ratification and has per- 
formed an important service to the nation 
in Interpreting the sentiment of the south 
to the south’s representatives in the sen- 
ate of the Unit States. KM was not 
misled by partisan at any time, and 
to those southern tors at the national 
capital who were sn peril of being led 
from the path of naitiona] duty |. spe- 
cous arguments of extreme partisans it 
has been a beacon light pointing the way 
to safety. It blazed out in the darkness 
as a guide for those who were wavering 
and uncertain as to their proper course 
and was given the backing of legislatures 
and official bodies of the southern states, 
until one by one the senators, some 
haltingly and hes'tatingly, some with 
criticism of the republican administra- 
tion, have accepted its early expressed 
conclusion. At last comes Clarke, of 
Arkansas, and unreservedly and even en- 
thusiastically indorses the declaration of 
The Constitution that the republican 
president has acted precisely as southern 
democrats would have expected a demo- 
cratic president to act under similar cir- 
cumstances. This ends the fight. 

Since Editor Howell is able to announce 
that “the defeat of the Panama treaty by 
democratic votes is averted,’’ it is only a 
step to the claim that its ratification by 
means of democratic votes without 
which it could not have been ratified is 
@ democratic victory. And so ft Is. If 
nothing more, it is a victory of the dem-« 
ocratic party over itself—something that 
is by no meang untmportant to either 
the democracy or to republicans. If 
the ability of the democratic party to 
rise on stepping stones of &Ms dead self 
to higher things, when sanely led, has 
been .made clear, ft is evidence that it Is 
becoming ‘“‘saner and therefore more 
dangerous,” as Senator T. C. Platt re- 
marked. 

Now that leaders such as the editor of 
The Constitution are directing it in the 
ways of sanity, it will be weil to keep an 
eye on it, if such leaders are to the front 
to stay. n

is eo sure On all these points, and on 


others of equal pith and moment, we re-« 
tain with difficulty our most formidable 
misgivings in the premises. As a matter 
of fact, we are not sure we do retain 
them. We begin to suspect that we only 
think we do. 

Perhaps the argument which imprésse@ 
us mOst powerfully is that which exposes 
the treacherous and sordid conspiracy of 
the transcontinental railways. We havé¢ 
always suspected these grasping corpora 
tions of wishing to derive a selfish prone 
from thelr iniquitous investments. The 
Constitution is quite positive that they 
are trying to make money, and that par® 
of their nefarious plan is to prevent the 
construction of a canal. It May be trua, 
We live in a shameless and piratical age 
when every infamy ia possible. Just how 
the ratification of the treaty-is to bafta 
and impoverish the railway octopus jis not 
as plain as we could wish, but The Cone 
Stitution understands it thoroughly, and 
says so boldly. 

But the most overwhelming proposition 
of all is this: 

“The people of the south want an isth- 
mian canal, and they know very well that 
it is nOw a case of the ratification of 
the Panama treaty or no canal at all.” 

Of course, the circumstance that Sene 
ator Morgan takes a different view of the 
matter is of very little moment. The sen- 
ator is getting old. He has spent so many 
years in the investigation of great publia 
questions that he lacks the freshness and 
vigor of young gentlemen who deperd 
upon intuition and fnner consciousness, 
and all that sort of thing. and whose 
Views are, naturally, much more engag~< 
ing and ingenuous. Mr. Morgan. for ex- 
ample, holds that no appropriation will 
be available under the Spooner act of 
1902. He Is old-fashioned enough to be- 
Meve that a statute means what it says 
and must be construed by the standard 
of its explicit declarations. Senator Mor- 
gan holds thaf the effect of ratification 
will be to emasculate the Spooner law: 
to cancel the appropriations it contem- 
plates, and to make an isthmian canal 
impossible until congress shall have 
given entfrely new legislation.

The society has three papers to read 
and discuss, one of which was taken up 
yesterday afternoon. These papers are: 
“The Relation of Theory to Practice in 
Education,’"” by Dr. John Dewy, of the 
University of Chicago; ‘‘Relation of 
Theory to Practice in City Training 
Schools,’’ by Miss Sarah C. Brooks, of 
Baltimore: ‘‘Theory and Practice in the 
Teachers’ College, Columbia University, 
N. Y.,”’ by Professor F. M. McMurry. 

The first of these was discussed yes- 
terday and the remaining two will be 
taken up at a meeting Wednesday after- 
noon. The hour of this meeting on 
Wednesday has been changed to 5 o'clock 
in order not to conflict with other meet- 
ings of the convention. A business meet- 
ing of the ‘society was held last night. 

Although the convention proper does 
not open until this morning, there were 
fozens of delegates and visitors in the 
tity yesterday, crowding the lobbies of 
the hotels, especially the Piedmont, 
where the convention headquarters are 
tocated. Every incoming train brought 
others last night and the hotels were 
kept busy. 

Weather Pleases Visitors. 

During the day large numbers of vis- 
ftors, known by their badges, took a loox 
at the city, either walking or in street 
cars or carriages. TIl of them had soms 
word of praise for Atlanta. The blue 
sky and the balmy air _ particularly 
pieased the northern visitors.

Among the Eloquent Speeches, That of Judge 
Emory Speer Was Notable--Elihu Roots 
Address. 


Chicago, February 22.~—The anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Washingtor 
was observed here today by the Union 
League Club, with two meetings at the 
Auditorium theater, one in the morning 
and the other in the afternoon and a 
banquet tonight to the members of the 
club. The principal exercise was held In 
the afternoon, when Elihu Root, former 
secretary of war, delivered an addresq 
on “The Ethics of the Panama Question.” 
Mr. Root spoks as follows: 

Ex-Secretary of War Speaks. 

Elihu Root, former secretary of war, 

spoke as follows: * 


“On November: 3, 1903, the people of 
Panama revolted against the government 
of Colombia, and proclaimed their inde- 
pendence. On November 13 the United 
States recognized the independenoe of the 
Republic of Panama, by receiving a min- 
ister from the new government, and at 
the opening of the regular session of 
congress in December, the president ask- 
ed the consent of the senate to a treaty 
negotiated between our secretary of state, 
Mr. Hay, and the minister of Panama, 
Mr. Varilla, providing for the construc- 
tion by the United States of a ship canal 
across the isthmus, to be kept by us open. 
neutral and free wpon equal terms for the 
use of all mankind. After long and ex- 
haustive discussion that treaty is about to 
be confirmed. In the meantime, the sen- 
ate by a great majority has approved the 
recognition of independence by confirmi 
the nomination of William I. Buchana 
as minister from the United States to 
Panama. The revolutionary lheaders have 
submitted their action to the people of 
Panama, who have, by a popular vote, 
given it their unanimous approvai, and, 
have elected a constitutional conventiow, 
fram<¢d and adopted a constitution, chosen 
a president and congress, und esta »dlished 
a republican government according to the 
forms which find their model in the 
constitutions of our own country. In the 
meantime, also, many other governments 
have followed the United States in ree 
ceiving the new republic into the family 
of nations. On November 1/8, five days 
after our recognition, France recognized 
the Republic of Panama; on the 22d 
China; on the 27th Austria; on the 30th 
Germany, and following them Denmark, 
Russia, Sweden and Norway, Belgium, 
Nicaragua, Peru, Cuba, Great Britain, 
Italy, Switzerland, Costa Rica, Japan, 
Guatemala, Netherlands, Venezuela, Por- 
tugal, in the order named. 

“The indapendience of Panama, the 
grant to the United States of the right to 
construct the canal across the isthmus, 
and .the assumption by the United States 
of the duty to construct the canal and 
to maintain {ft for the equal benefit of 
mankind, are accomplished facts. Noth- 
ing can do away with them, unless it be 
some future war of conquest waged 
against the liberties of Panama, and at 
the same time against the rights of the 
United States held in trust for the com- 
merce of the world. 

“The conduct of the United States gov- 
ernment in recognizing the independence 
of Panama, In making the treaty, and 
in exercising police power over territory 
traversed by the Panama railroad and 
the partly constructed canal, duting the 
period of revolution, has been severely crit- 
icised by some of our own citizens, who 
have said, in substance, that in this bus!l- 
ness our government has violated the 


rules of intcrnational law, has ‘been 


grasping and unfair, and has, by the ex- 


f brute force, trampled down the 
rights of a weaker nation, in violation 
of those principles of justice which 
should control the conduct of nations as 
of men. |

“In considering these charges, we may | 
wel] thrust aside as carrying no weight of | 
authority the expressions of those who, 
while they condemn the conduct of our 
government, are in favor of the treaty. 
They curiously reverse the divine rule, 
and seem to hate the sinner while they 
love the sin; and their adverse criti- 
cism may fairly be ascribed to the exi- 
gencies of the pending presidential cam- 
paign. Some of them may be sincere, 
but upon that question they naturally in-

4e held to excuse injustice! For, if 
such a time ever does come, the begin- 
ning of the end of our free institutions 
will have come also, 

“I wish to present some of the funda- 
mental facts bearing upon the question 
of right in the Panama Ousiness, al- 
though they have been stated already 
better than I can state them, with the 
hope that they may thus reach the atten- 
tion of some of the good and sincere citi- 
zens who are troubled about the méat- 


ter. 
Discussed No Precedents. 

“I am not going to disouss technical 
rules of precedents or questions whether 
what was done should have heen done 
a little earlier or a little later, but the 
broad question whether the thing we 
have done was just and fair. 

“It frequently happens in affairs of gov- 
ernment that most important rights are 
created, modified or practically destroyed 
by gradual processes, and by the indl- 
rect effect of events; and that Only an 
intimate knowledge of the process en- 
ables one to realize the change until 
some practical question arises which re- 
quires every one interested to study the 
subject. If the typical New Zealander, 
ignorant of our political history, were 
to read our constitution and laws, he 
would suppoSe that a presidential elector 
in the United States is entitled to exer- 
cise freedom of choice in his vote for 
presidert, and he would be quite certain 
that we were guilty of gross injustice 
in the treatment which we should cer- 
tainly accord to an elector who voted 
for any one but the candidate of his own 
party. In forming this judgment, he 
would be misled by the form and ap- 
pearance of things which he found upon 
the statute book, and would misjudge a 
people who were acting in accordance 
with the substance and reality of things 
as they knew them to be. In the same 
way, they are in error who assume that 
the relations of Colombia to the other 
nations of the earth as regards the isth- 
mus of Panama were, in truth, of un- 
qualified sovereignty and right of domes- 
tic control according to her own will, 
governed and protected by the rules of 
international law. which describe the 
attributes of comifilete sovereignty; that 
the relations of Colombia ta the people 
of Panama were, in truth, those appear- 
ing in the written instrument called the 
constitution of Colombia: or that the 
rights and duties of the United States 
in regard to the isthmus were confined 
to the simple duty of aiding Colombia 
to maintain her control over the isthmus, 
and the simple right to ask from Co- 
lombia, privileges which that country 
was entitled to grant or withhold at her 
own pleasure.” 

Secretary Root then went into the de- 
tails of the incidents leading up to the 
recognition of Panama.

After former Secretary Root had re- 
sponded to a toast, addresses were de- 
livered by Judge Bmory Speer, of the 
United States district court of Georgla, 
and Dr. W. J. Tucker, president of Dart- 
mouth college. 

Judge Speer spoke on ‘‘The American 
President,’’ and Dr. Tucker talked on 
“What Has Patriotism the Right to De- 
mand of Education.’’ 


Judge Speer’s Speech. 
Judge Speer spoke in part as follows: 
"God send the time when the people 
of the north and the south will know 
each other better. 


‘“‘May the day hasten when the south- 
ern people may have the full sympathy 
and counsel of their northern brethren 
in al] their anxieties, and may’ they re- 
jJeice in the liberty to put behind them 
their apprehensions for the contro] of 
their local governments and for the safe- 
ty of their loved ones and their homes. 
May they feel free to forever break their 
solidarity of national questions, the 
greatest menace of the nation. May they 
regain the substance, as well as the form 
of republican government. May they 
exercise anew at the ballot box the un- 
trammeled franchises of American free- 
men, and determine for themgelves upon 
their merits the excellence of men and 
the rightfulness of measures on which 
the welfare of the nation depends. These 
things accomplished, all things making 
for the happiness of the nation at home 
and its strength and honor abroad will 
be added unto us and the sons forever 
reunited can join anew in the chorus 
their fathers loved, for: 

“ “The union of lakes, the union of lands, 
‘The union of states none can sever. 
‘The union of hearts, the union of hands, 
‘And the flag of our union forever.’ ”

G. W. Aderhold, of Canton,-Qhio, visited 
his father, Mike Aderhold, at Tallapoosa, 
Ga., a short distance northwest of here, 
Sunday. His father is now 92 years old 
and neither had heard of the other for 
40 years, the son having left Carrall 
county, Georgia, a volunteer in the con- 
federate army, 42 years ago, and since 
the war they had never heard of each 
other until a few weeks ago, when com- 
munication was reestablished and the 
happy meeting again made possible. 

The son had gone west at the close of 
the war, but owing to the destroyed com- 
munication in this section, after repeated 
efforts to get information by mail, he 
despaired of ever locating his people, and 
presumed they were al] dead. In a few 
years he removed to Canton, Ohio, where 
he has since lived and where he married. 
He is accompanied by a son, a young man 
of prominence, who Only a few months 
ago wrote to the sheriff of Carroll coun- 
ty and gave his father’s version of his 
family history and the circumstance of 
his departure. This was turned over to 
the family of Mr. Aderhold’s brother 
here and the letter answered, carrying 
to the Ohio man the marvelous informa- 
tion that his father yet lived at the age 
of 92, active and clear minded, and that 
a brother lived here.

London, February,J0.—Richard Croker's 
decision to remove his training quarters 
to Ireland and that of the late W. C, 
Whitney to take all his horses back to 
America, as well as thé remarks attr!- 


.buted to Huggins, Whitnev’'s trainer, that 


English racing men do not want Amert- 
cans on the English race course !{s exer- 
cising the minds of some of the more 
reputable of the sporting fraternity here. 

They feel that the decisions arrived at 
by the Americans referred to are not 
calculated to foster a feeling of good 
fellowship between American and Eng. 
lish sportsmen, and in consequence a 
movement is on foot to get the Jockey 
Ciub to make an investigation, before the 
commencement of the flat-racing geason 
in March. 

The fact that the king has for 
time employed Americans in preference 
to English jockeys has added to the 
Seriousness of the situation. because Eng- 
lish trainers do not wish his majesty to 
think that on account of the preference 
they would make thinge uncomfortable 
for American sportsmen. One of the 
English trainers in discussing the mat- 
ter today said: “I certainly cannot 
how Mr. Huggins 1s justified in 
that we trainers make it plain that 
Americans are not wanted here. lie 
appeared to be one of the most popular 
men at Newmarket. 

“American trainers usually have dif- 
ferent methods of training from our own: 
but Huggins’ system was more English 
than any of the other Americans who 
had establishments here.

Venezuela refused arbitration, proposed 
On several occasions by Germany and 
England, that after the war no formal 
treaty of peace was concluded: that the 
operations of the blockagers were stop- 
ped before they had received satisfaction 
for all their claims, and further that 
the question of preferential treatment 
was submitted to arbitration, The tri- 
bunal declares that it found and recor- 
nized in these facts precious evidence in 
favor of the great principle of arbitra- 
tion in all phases of international con- 
flict. In adhering to the protocols the 
blockaders could not have intended to re- 
nounce their acquired rights, nor their 
privileged defacto position. The _ § gov- 
ernment of Venezuela itself had recog- 
nized in principle the well-foundedness 
of their claims, while it had recognized 
those of the non-blockading powers and 
until the end of Januarv, 1903, made not 
the slightest protest against the claims 
for preferential treatment. 


Allied Powers and Neutrals. 

Throughout the diplomatic negotia- 
tlons Venezuela constantly distinguished 
between the allied powers and the neu- 
trals. These latter, not having protest- 
ed against the claims for preference -of 
the blockading powers, either at the time 
the war stopped nor immediately after 


ary 13, the government of Venezuela 
only agreed in respect to the allied pow- 
ers to offer special guarantees for the 
fulfillment of its engagements. The good 
faith which should direct international 
relations imposes the duty on the tri- 
bunal of declaring that the words “all 
claims” employed by the Venezuelan re- 
public in the negotiations with the 
representatives of the allied powers cov’ 
relate only to the latter powers. Neutrals 
could in some respect profit by the clir- 
cumstances created by the operations of 
the war without acquiring new rights, 
the rights already acquired remaining 
absolutely gntact. 

The United States is charged merely 
to supervise the carrying out of the de- 
cision regarding costs. After the deliv- 
ery of the decision, President Muravieff, 
Russian minister of justice, m a short 
speech declared that the findings had 
been reached after a most minute and 
most impartial investigation. Like all 
human acts, he added, the decision was 
susceptible to criticism, but now it was 
made every one should accept it. The 
arb:tration, begun in time of peace, had 
ended amidst the sinister acts of war, 
which was a terrible obstacle in the path 
of light and progress. In spite of all 
good will, alas, no one will be secure 
against unexpected hostile attack. A na- 
tion is obliged to accept a war when the 
legitimate defense of honor and liberty 
was involved. The just providence 
which rules over battles will distinguish 
between right and pretension. At the 
end of this war between a European and 
an Asiatic people, ty right will shine 
out afresh, 

The president lati with saying 
that The Hague arb.tration tribunal re- 
mains always the rampart of justice, 
truth and reason, and the sublime — 
of the future. 

How It’s Viewed at Washington. 

Washington, February 22.—A prominent 
official of the state department when 
shown the press dispatch relative to the 
decision in the Venezuelan arbitration, 
stated that while the department regret- 
ted exceedingly the precedent which the 
Hague tribunal had made in this case, 
there was nothing for the United tSates 
to do but accept the result philosophically 
as being international law. The mere 
question of time when the United States 
shall recelve from Venezuela the amount 
of the awards in our favor was the small- 
est consideration. What the government 
disliked was to admit the principle that 
by a mere show of naval force a creditor 
nation can secure precedence in the pay- 
ment of debt over another nation which 
does not exercise such force. It ig re- 
garded as a premium on violence and as 
tending to discourage nations which are 
disposed to settle their claims by di- 
plomacy. 

The Venezuelan government, while the 
principal party nominally to the pro- 
ceeding before The Hague tribunal, was 
really rather indifferent as to which pow- 
er should be pald first, recognizing the 
fact that they must all be paid in some 
order, The government has been carry- 
ing out the understanding reached in the 
protocols which terminated the allies’ in- 
tervention to set apart 30 per. cent. of 
the custom receipts at La Guayria and 
Puerto Cabello month to month, and the 
money has been placed in bank awaiting 
this decision. The fund accumulated up 
to date will be given over to England, 
Germany and Italy as well as 30 per 
cent of subsequent customs collections at 
the ports named until the claims of these 
forty-eight powers shall be satisfied in 
full. This probably will take about two 
years, and after that the claimd of the
